He concluded by stating he shared 
the oft-quoted statement: “I do not be- 
lieve that a few are born booted and 
spurred to ride and millions saddled 
and bridied to be ridden,” but that all 
should have an equal show. 

Mr. Bell's speech, in part, was as 
follows: 

He began by stating that as chairman 
of the house committee on labor of the 
general assembiy he had championed 
many measures that inured to thelr 
benefit, not because he wished to in- 
gratiate himself into their good will, but 
because he thought they were right. 

Again he congratulated the hosts of 
labor. because Labor day was being gen- 
erally celebrated over the country, 
and declared it was a wise act tiat 
legally set aside one day to pay hom- 
age to the laboring man, 

Continuing he said: 

“In unity there is strength; a house 
divided against itse@® cannot stand. 
People whose conditiong in life are sim- 
ilar: whose occupations are the same; 
whose aims and purposes are in com- 
mon: whose needs and wants are alike, 
cannot expect relief from oppression 
uniese there exiat# a brotherhood which 
musters them der one banner to which 
they m render allegiance and re- 
spect.’ 

He referred to the great and growing 
demand for a common éeéight-hour law 
for labor, and declared that the federal 
government had seen the wisdom of this 
demand, and had granted it. He pointed 
Out how long hours robbed the task of 
its taste and made it a drudgery rather 
than a pleasure. 

“IT belleve,’’ he continued, “In the near 
future that the elght-hour day will find 
its proper place in all legaj codes that 
govern man, and God grant that the 
time may not be too long postponed.” 

He declared that organized labor stood 
for pure sanitary conditions and sur- 
roundings, and urged them to continue 
the fight so vigorously begun. 

Next he took up the wonderful fight 
made in Georgia for the abolition of 
child labor, and took care to give the 
full meed of praise to Hon. C. T. Ladson, 
counsel for the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades, who had fought so long and 80 
well for it, and to Jerome Jones, ‘‘the 
war horge of the cOmmon cause,’ for 
the vallant work they had done in 
securing thig legislation. 

He attacked that man who would use 
as a cloak his union card to do some 
deed which would take years for the 
union to live down, and he praised the 
good organized man whose union card 
meant something higher and nobler to 
him, 

Next he took up the injunction plank 
of the national democratic party. which 
promised protection to organized labor, 
and paid a high tribute to the great 
commoner, William Jennings Bryan. 

In conclusion he said: 

“?t know of no greater existing evil 
than that which affects the employment 
of girls and women in large cities. 1 
deplore the cruel necessity of women 
working, but when the exigencies of her 
station in life are such that she must 
toil for her maintenance, then she 
should not only receive special! consider- 
ation in her environment, but should 
also recéive full and just compensation 
for the labor she performs. A woman 
who does a man’s work suould receive 
the same pay as a man receives. It is 
a crying shame that {[n many of our 
cities women aré worked on wages 
hardiy sufficient to keep body and sou] 
together. A crus@adé@ should be inau-

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IT’S A SOUTHERN ENTERPRISE, 
SAYS PRESTON ARKWRIGHT 


Birmingham. Ala., September 7.—In 
his address at the banquet Vice Presi- 
dent Preston S. Arkwright said in part: 

Mr. Toastmaster and Gentiemen of Ala- 
bama: We come from Georgia. We had to 
come from Georgia to bring the Atlantic 
ecean to Birmingham. Alabama herself came 
from Georgia years ago. SO we come with 
a good recommendation, with the same 
traditions, with the same sentiment, with 
the same interests that Alabama has. We 
knew we were coming to the house of our 
friends. Our cordial welcome reminds us that 
in fact we have come to the home of our 
kin. We came uninvited. We expect to re- 
main always and itn crder that we may not 
stay out our welcome we have come with the 
desire and with the means tc be of service.
